SONCILIATORY MEASURES 
FAILED FOR FOUR YEARS, 
BELGIAN PREMIER SAYS 


NEW YORK, Jan. 12. 
HE New York World asked 
the heads of the Cabinets of 


the various governments most 
closely involved in the movement 
into the Ruhr for a statement 
that would explain the meaning 
of the action. The following ca- 
blegram has been received from 
Brussels: 


By GEORGE THEUNIS, 
(Premier of Belgium). 
(Copyright, 1923.) 
“Belgium has alwass wanted 


to see the problem of i eparations 
settled in a reasonable and busi- 
nesslike way. In order to make 
conciliation possible she even ac- 
cepted, last September, in pay- 
ment of sums which were due to 
her as priority rights, the notes 
of thé German Government, 
guatcanteed absolutely by the 
Reichsbank. 
“At Paris on Jan. 2, she found 
herself face to face with the En- 
glish plan which from almost 
every point of view was unaccept- 
able, as 1 pointed out at Paris 
and in the Belgian Chamber of 


Deputies. It violated the Ver- 
sailles treaiy, it accorded to Ger- 
many ‘a moratorium of four 
years, and it would have tieft 
Belgium ruined in spite of the 
most sacred of pledges. 

“The English plan having been 
rejected by the conference and 
Gfeat Britain met having accepit- 
ed the French plan asa basis of 
discussion, France ded@ded to «n- 
ter the Ruhr in order td take 
there the guarantece and pledges 
which she considers the i 
pensable counterpart of a mora- 
torium accorded to Germany

MONEY TO BE SAVED BY BONDS. 

| Notwithstanding its recent assertion that the im- 
provements which the bond issue ts intended to pro- 
ivide would cost the city a bill of maintenance and 
‘operation for which it had no visible funds, the 
Bureau of Municipal Research, in a recent statement, 
‘proposition 4 would save the city $18,000 a rear under 
the costs of the present system after the paying of 
interest and sinking fund charges. With the bonds 
paid off in 20 years as planned the saving to the city 
per vear would be over $500,000. 

This alone would make a big hole in the new main- 
‘tenance and operation charges if it would not wipe 
them out and leave a surplus. New maintenance 
charges under the bond program would be required 
ly of the proposed improvements. These

taining the two downtown plazas and the larger ex-
